No F.2f20) /64-Home.— Whereas a large number of people are 
ikclv to witness the Republic Day Parade on the 26th January, 
964 and whereas there is likelyhood of heavy volume of 
ehieular traffic on all roads, especially on those leading 
owards the route of the procession and it will be increasingly 
langerous to public safety to permit the plying of Heavy 
rransport vehicles, Auto-Cycle Rickshaws and Slow Moving 
rraffic like bullock-carts. Tongas, RehTas etc., whether ammal- 
Iriven or man-driven on those roads. 

Now, therefore, I, S. G. Bose Mullick, District Magistrate 
Jelhi, in exercise of the powers conferred on me u/s 33 of the 


Bombay Police Act, as extended to Delhi, do hereby, prohibit 
the plying in and parking without labels of all Heavy 
Transport Vehicles, Taxi Cabs, Motorcycles, Rickshaws, Two 
Seater Rickshaws, Cycle Rickshaws and plying and parking 
of all vehicles including Bullock-carts. Tongas, Rehras etc. 
whether animal-driven or man-driven between the hours of 
2400 on 23rd January, 1964 to 1400 hours on 26th January, 
1964 in the area bounded by and including Sardar Patel Road 
(Kitchner Road), Panchsheel Marg, Club Road, Safdarjang 
Road, Tughlak Road from its junction with Safdarjang Road 
to its junction with Lodi Road, Lodi Road, Nizamuddfn 
Roundabout, Mathura Road from Nizamuddin Roundabout 
to Delhi Gate, Circular Road, Ajmere Gate Roundabout, 
Thompson Road, Min to Road from its junction with 
Thompson Road to its junction with Minto Circus and 
Chelmsford Circus via Connaught Circus Chelmsford Road, 
Basant Road, Punchkuin Road from its junction with Basant 
Road to its junction with Gurdwara Bangla Shahib Road, 
Irwin Road upto Willingdon Hospital Roundabout and 
Willingdon Crescent upto its junction with Sardar Patel Road 
(Kitchner Road).
